CASE BILL BE MADE PUBLIC. * • 

THE SNEDISH GOVERNMENT HAS THROUGlTtHE YEARS MADE 
GREAT EFFORTS TO BRING CLARITY TO RAOUL WALLENBERG’S TRAGIC 
FATE. IN LIGHT OF THE NEW INFORMATION THAT HAS EMERGED IN 
RECENT YEARS ON HHALLENBERG, THE GOVERNMENT HAS FURTHER 
INTENSIFIED THESE EFFORTS. DURING MY VISIT TOMORROW 
IN MAY LAST YEAR, I ONCE AGAIN TOOK UP THE OUESTION 
DIRECTLY WITH FOREIGN MINISTER GROMYKO. 

SWEDEN HAS ALSO TAKEN UP THE CASE REPEATEDLY AT 
THE CURRENT MEETING IN MADRID OF THE CONFERENCE ON

TAKEN. I CAN ASSURE OLLf WASTBERG THAT WE WILL LEAVE NO 
POSSIBILITY UNEXAMINEO. .

IN THE RAOUL WALLENBERG ¥KE, I WAHt FIRST TO RECALLi-THAT 

THE GOVERNMENT IN SEPTEMBER 1978 COMMISSIONED THE ATTORNEY 


GENERAL TO REVIEW THE FOREIGN MINISTRY’S FILE ON RAOUL 
WALLENBERG AND TO RECOMMENO TO THE GOVERNMENT WHICH PORTIONS 
OF THIS MATERIAL COULD BE RELEASED. AS * FIRST RESULT OF 
THIS, FILE MATERIAL FROH THE YEARS BEFORE 1950 WA S RELEASE! 
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IN JANUARY 1980. 

THE ATTORNEY GENERAL HAS NOW COMPLETED A FIRST REVIEW 
OF THE MATERIAL FROM THE TIME AFTER 1950. THE NUMBER 
OF DOCUMENTS FROM THIS PERIOD IS MANY TIMES GREATER THAN 
THE MATERIAL FROM THE I9W0’S. A LARGE PORTION CONSISTS 
OF DOCUMENTS THAT WERE RECEIVED FROM FOREIGN GOVERNMENTS. 
THESE GOVERNMENTS* VIEWS ON THE OtlESTION OF RELEASE ARE 
NOW BEING OBTAINED. WHEN THIS IS DONE, THE ATTORNEY 
GENERAL WILL GIVE HIS RECOHMENDAT ION JO THE GOYERHENT, 
WHICH WILL THEN TAKE A POSITION.
